Rallroad Plans to Enlarge Frelght
Terminals and Greatly Extend ¥a-
cllities at This Point—Division Is
All Double-Tracked.

Eugene P. Lalrd, of Rocky Mount,
has been appolnted superintendent of
the Richmond Divistion of the Atlantic
Coast Line Rallroad, with hendquar-
ters here. The new superintendent
Hucceeds IErnest Phenneger, reslgned,
and has alrendy taken up his new
dutlen.

Mr. Lalrd has been In the ecmployment
of the Atlantic Coast Line Rallroad for
the past sight years. He is n rallroad
man of wide experlence, having been
connected previously with the Baltl-
more and Ohlo Rallroad and the Ohlo
River Rallroad. 1lIs first work with
the Atlantle Coast Line was as asslst-
Ant engineer, and, at the time of his
appointment to the superintendency, he
was englneer of highways, with head-
quartera at Rocky Mount.

The new superintendent is a West
Virginlan by birth. While never work-
Ing here hefore, he Is well known
among local rallroad men through of-
flelal vlalts here. As soon as he ean
make arrangements, Mr. Lailrd will
move his family here. At present he
is the guest of Harry E. Bruffey, train-
manter of this division.

BIVISION ONE OF MOST
IMPORTANT IN SYSTEM

Mr. Lalrd, through his appointment,
hecomes the head of one of the most
important divieions of the road. The
divislon Is between Richmond and
Hocky BMount, a distance of 121 miles.
The road Is double-tracled the entire
route, and s equlpped with the most
up-to-date automatic block systems.
The dlvislon Is of greater Importance
because of the fact that Richmond ia
the northern terminus of the road, and
All of the frelght and passenger con-
nections to and from the North and
West are handled over it

‘Within the next few months it Ia
expected that the Atlantic Coast Line
will begin on Its contemplated im-
provementa of (Ita frelght terminals
here. It has purchased a largk block
of ground bounded by Seventh and
Ninth Streets, and extending back from
its prement yards to the canal. This
property cost more than $500,000, and
it I8 expected that Richmond will be
made the chief frelght terminal of the
ropd. It will fall within the province
of the new superintendent to direct this
big work, .

cavalry, which aggregates 4,940 ofl-
cers and enlisted men.

“The deficlency in horses for the
tield artillery In, even greater than
that of the ecavalry. There are no
animals for the signal or sanitary
troops.

“As regards wagon transportation,

the militla, as now organized, Is defi-

clent 1,984 wagons. Should the mili-
tln be assembled Into divislons and
separate brigades, the deficlt would

be 6,836 wagons. There are no draft

animals avallable. These deficiencies
in material are very Important, inas-
much as they must be supplled bhefore
the organlzed militia forces can be
made avalleble for fleld operations.

“That we cannot, with our present
atrength, rapldly assemble a suffcient
force, fully equipped for field " opera-
tlons, to meet such an expedition as
might be diepatched agalnst our shores
Is evident,” declares General Wother-
ApOon.

HEMORT TO DE TEXTHROOK
OF CONGRESSMAN GAEDNER

In this report, which will be made
the textbook of Congressman Gardner
and others who are seeking an Inves-
tigation which will bring out the full
truth of the condition of the natlonal
defenses, General Wotherspoon, follow-
ing the example of other chiefs of staf,
recommends a mobile army fully
cquipped of 500,000 as adequate to the
needs, and neceasary for the proper de-
fense of the natlon. And on the all-
important question of arms and am-
munition for thls force he pays: “One
iMustratlon will be sufficient, and that
will be taken In the munitions most
necessary for war as rifles and field
artillery, The proper proportion of
rifles In A foree of this character, in-
cluding the navy, which is armed with
the rifle, would be (42,541,

“The minimum accumulated supply
of rifle ammunition, based on 1,000
rounds per rifle, ahould be 646,000,000
rounds. - The proper proportion for
field and heavy guns of the  mobile
type and excluslve of the gigantlec en-
gines of war of more recent Introduc-
tion, drawn by tractors, no types of
which have as yet been developed In
this country, would be 2,843. The am-
munition for this type of gZun, based
upon a supply of 5,000 rounds por light
field gun, with a corresponding pro-
portion for the heavier fleld guns, a
congervative eastimate, If we regard the
examples of the great military nations,
would be 11,700,850 rounda.

It 18 sufficient to point out that at
the present time we have on hand and
being manufactured /88,374  United
States riflea and 241,000,000 rounds of
ainmunition for these rifles; 852 fleld
guns and 580,098 rounds of ammuni-
tlon for these gunsa.

"As the factories and works In this
country are exceedingly limited, it is
cvident that a full supply of this type
of material must bestored and ready
for: usn before war s undertaken,”
comcluded Genernl .“’(-lhcrslmnn.

Estimates From War Departmont
Ask for Appropriations Aggre-
gating Nearly $50,000,000,

PROVIDE NO NEW PROJECTS

Measure as TFinally Reported to
House Probably Will Not Call for
More Than $30,000,000 or 8305,
000,000 for Improvemonts.

WASHINGTON, December 3.-—Work
of framing a rlvers and harbors bill
for the coming sesslon of C'ongress was
begun to-day by the Rivers and Har-
bors Committee, with estimates before
it from the War Department, asking for
approprintions aggregating nearly $50,-
000,000 for waterway Improvements.
These estlmates dao not contemplate
any new projects.

The plan to ellminate all new pro-
Jecta from the proposed bill and to cut
the amount down to a minlmum wlll,
it is expected, precipitate n vigorous
fight In the commlittee as weoll as later
In both houses. Some committee mem-

bers to-day predicted that when the
measure finally Is reported to the House
it probably will not ecarry appropria-

tions to exceed $30,030,000 or $35,000,-
000,

The biggest project eontemplatad Ia

the improvement of the Misslssippl
River.
The Mississippl River 'Commission

recommended that $12,000,000 be appro-
priated for lmproving the Mississlippl
Itiver from the head of the passes to
Cape Glrardeau or Rock Island, but
this was cut In half by the army en-
glneers In thelr recommendations to
Congress, A stlll further cut of $i,-
000,000 or so !s possible In.the commit-
tee. Thla appropriation would.cover,
according to the pending plans, $3,-
000,000 for construction of levees up
to Glrardeau or Rock Island; $500,000
or §750,000 for dredglng end adminis-
trative expenses, and the remalnder
for revetment of the river banks to
prevent caving iIn. It Is likely that
the bill will carry a proposal to have
the appropriation for levees applicable
as far north as Rock Island.

PANIGS DUE TO MISTRUST
OF BANKS THING OF PAST

Relegated to Museum of Antlquities
by New Reserve System, Hamlin
Declares,

MAKES SPEECH IN NEW YORK

Governor of Federal Reserve Board
Asserts That No Selfish Interest
Assisted at Birth of New Act; and
That Wilson Is Responsible.

NEW  YORK, December 3.—Panlc
Hue to distrust of banks has been rel-
egated to the museum of antiquities
by the new reserve banking system, In
the opinion of C. S. Hamlln, governor
of the Federnl Reserve Board, volced
this afternoon In n speech before the
New York Chamber of Commerce.

“"The Federal reserve syatem will
relegate to its proper place, the mu-
seum of antiquities. the panic gener-

ated by distrust In our banking sys-
tem leading to a struggle of self-
pregervation between bank and bank,
and Individual and Indlvidual, and ul-
timate hoarding by the people,” Mr.
Hamlin asserted. "Such hoarding
usually follows hoarding %3 the banks
and does not precede 1t. If hoarding
by banks should cease, hoarding by
Indlviduals would never occur; and
both, I belleve, will bhe relegated to
obscurity under the Federal reserve
Bystem."

Mr. Hamlin did not think that all
panics would be done away with, of
necessity, by the new mystem.
UNDUE EXPANSION

WILL CORRECT ITSELF

"It In the future businesa expands
unduly under the spirlt of speculation,
the day of reckoning wlll surely come
in the future as It has in the past,”
he sald. “Undue expansalon will cor-
rect .itself, just as the alr bubble will
ultimately burst. 1 belleve, however,
that the Federal reserve banking aya-
tem wlill materially check .undue ex-
paneion.

“It Is a fact, however, that even un-
der the Federal reserve syatem, the
banke still have It in thelr power to
permlit, If not to encourage, undue
speculative actlvity; and If they do
this, the Iinevitable result—commer-
clal stringency—muat follow. When,
however, the BState banks and trust
companies of the United States joln
the Federal reserve system (I hope
in the near future), even that poasi-
bility will be greatly minimlzed.

"Much speculation exlsts as to the
authorship of the Federal reserve act.
I can say with confidence that no
aeclfish interests assisted at Its birth,
1 ean further say that beyond those
Iprlmnrtly responsible for Its provislons
—Mr. Glass and others of the House,
|Senntor Owen and others of the Sen-
|ate, and the Secretary of the Treas-
i ury—there looms up one flgure more
Ientitled to the credit for its provislons
{than any of the others, the man pri-
{marlly responsible—Presldent Wllson."
